A NEW ESPIONAGE LAW— I 


D 


URING the past two years the American people have toler- 


ated laws restricting the freedom of speech and of the 


press under pressure of the statement that such curtailment of 
civil liberties was necessary to the conduct of the war.* The 
winning of the war was THE big thing and the American people 
were willing to make any sacrifice to attain that end. 


During this period American liberals.have been sounding a 


waiting that freedom of speech and the press were being taken 
away permanently and that only a determined fight on the part

There is one big outstanding issue in the world today; It 


is the struggle that is going on between capitalism on one side 
and the common people on the other. This is the struggle be- 
tween those who are exploiting the people and the people who 
are being exploited. This economic exploitation has now reach- 
ed a point of oppression where people in all parts of the world 
are rebelling—they are rebelling against a system of society 
which is making-thc rich richer and the poor poorer. 


Bolshevism, industrial strife,_n2.tional discontent, the com- 


mune, general strikes;/are but symptoms and results of this 
world conflict. They are but .effects. The basic cause is the 
world wide economic oppression. 
\ 


Because of this rebellion all over the world, capitalism 


has been placed on the. defensive. It is fighting for its life. 
It is desperate. 
And so we have men like Frank Vanderlip 


and H. P. Davison and Thomas Lament hastening back from. 
Europe in a panic to tell us that civilization is in the balance. 


Something must be done to stave off "anarchy:' and "chaos" 


and Bolshevism, they declare.

But as usual, capitalism is again doing everything but the 


right thing to stave off the disaster they so much fear. 
Organ- 


ized wealth never seems to understand mass psychology. With 
the wisdom of the bull in a china chop they are seeking to stave 
off the onslaught with the instruments that history so graphic- 
ally shows have never ye', stopped mass determination.

Capitalism knows that it is sick. It knows that it is suffer- 


ing from a cancer that is eating into its vitals. And hoping 
against hope it is trying to cure itself of the cancer with the use 
of salve, the salve of standing .armies, conscription, repressive 
laws, the subsidized press and misrepresentation. 
Capitalism 


bull-headedly refuses to accept 'the diagnosis of those who see 
dearly the REAL causes of its sickness and it still refuses to 
surrender or let up to any extent in its greed for profits and re- 
fuses to become less determined in its economic oppression.

The fight is on in this country. Capitalism in New York 


and Washington is no different than it is in London and Paris 
and Berlin and Tokio and Rome. Capitalism is international. 
It knows no boundaries, it has no Bag, it knows no creed but the 
almighty dollar. 


And so in America we have oiir industrial disorders the 


same as they are having in Italy and England and France and 
Japan—and for the same reason. We have the same national 
discontent here, that prevails in other countries,-—and for the 
same reason.

And that reason is: There is a limit to the extent that 


people can be exploited and that limit has about been reached. 


And capitalism is making the same fight in this country 


that it is making in other countries for its existence. It is 
fighting for conscription and compulsory military training and 
for standing armies that can be used to keep down discontent 
and industrial disorders. It is fighting for repressive and es- 
pionage laws that it thinks will scare people into silence and 
put iron bars before as a reward fc>r expressing discontent. It 
is ordering its,prostitute editors to keep, on yelling "Pro-Ger- 
manism" and "alien agitation" and "Bolshevism" in an effort 
to divert the minds of the people and get their thoughts off from 
the REAL issue by appeals to their passions and prejudices.

THE DAYLIGHT SAVING LAW

Dear Sir: 


Information comes from Washington that the Daylight Saving Law, or a better word "Daylight 


Wasting Law," failed to be repealed. This is a serious blow in my judgment tor the iarmers. mere 
'is not a farmer in all the land who would not .vote against it if he had an opportunity. It may 'be. en- 
tirely satisfactory to city workers who work sometimes 8 hours a day once a day, but it huts =^7 


. hard the farmer who has to work 8 hours a day twice a day. The farmar must work wmle the^sun is 


on the job. The sun does-not always help him and once in a while goes on a stride for a.whole week 
Then when the sun does shine the fanner must put in sometimes more than double.time to keep up nis 
end* of the game.

The farmer must use all the daylight G*d gives him and often an additional hour or two tnat ne 


makes up for himself. He rises at daylight, brings in the horses, feeds, curries >nd harnesses them, 
milks th-j co\.s, feeds the pigs and somewhere during this forenoon's exercise the call for breakfast 
greets him. When this necessary function is hurriedly f.nished, at perhaps 6:00 cr 6:30 o clock he 
answers some telephones calls, waits on a neighbor who comes to borrow some tool or to talk about tne 


, mortgage, and after taking the cows to pasture he gets into the field by somewhere between 7:30 and 9. 


'SO 


' At 12:00 o'clock, by the Daylight Saving Plan, he has been from 2^ to 41/2 hours in the field by 1:00 


o'clock and in 5 hours the new time shows 6:00 p. m., when it is really only 5:00. Of course this gives 
'the banker and city people an extra hour of recreation but the farmer knows where he and his crops will 
land if he stops work in the middle of the afternoon.. Keep in mind that the farmer must hustle while 
the sun helps him and when he goes by the' new time he puts in nearly 7 hours in his field in the after- 
noon. He possibly might endure this unevenly divided day but it is a cruelty to his team and every good 
farmer considers the_comforts of his horses even as much as he does his own. But the story does not 
end here: ' H- .takes the horses to the barn, feeds them, but he can't stop now to eat his supper. He has 
to f?ed the pigs, milk the cows and have the milk strained before it gets dark, so he has a 9:00 to 9:30 
past time supper. It is then time for bed. The wife, however, must yet do the dishes, so when she is 
finally ready to retire it is 10:00 o'clock. But bear in mind that she and the rest of the household must 
rise with the sun no matter how the clock is regulated." Someone will say these long hours are not neces- 
sary on the farm. 
He who thinks long hours are not necessary on the farm under present conditions 


simply does not know.. His farm knowledge is mads up from a city farmer's dreams: I. want to say 
that such long hours should not be necessary but they are until a new day dawns for the farmer. A new 
day when so many other men are not living by the sweat of the farmer's brow. That new day will never 
dawn for the farmer until he gets sense enough to make that day dawn. The farmer can..do this if he 
will and in less than ten years: All these years-he has let the other fellow run his' affairs and fix his 
prices and we all know the result. If organized b siness or organized labor had not wanted/that law, 
or- had wanted it repealed, they would simply advise.Congress where to head in "before the votes were" 
counted." 
Organized business and organized labor have representatives and .spokesmen and these two 


organizations do not care one cent about the political color of a candidate. All that .they care for is how 
he will vote on certain, questions. 
When that question is answered, they know how the program is to be 


pulled off on election day. Farmers must study politics. What, is the farmer's vote? .They smear on a 
little soft soap about the Grand Old Party and how we never voted any way but straight. That is. the

Most of us know and realize these 
many wrongs and so far we have failed to find a remedy. It might t>e eworth a great big row if enough

of the farmer to. make him work harder and longer hours. The time has come when the farmer must 
a?fert his manhood and, backed-by common sense, reason, and justice, stand for or against things which 
vitally afteet him.

The potato crop,of Wisconsin, and 


oi the whole upper Mississippi Val- 
ley may again.be threatened by the 
Potato Leaf-hopper, the tiny insect 
which destroyed.-so large -a portion 
of the early crop of 1918. 


The leafhoppsr differs from the 


potato beetle in that it feeds by 
sucking instead of' eating. It cannot 
be poisoned as the beetle can but 
must be killed by contact 
sprays 


such as tobacco, solutions or kero- 
sene emulsion. The young nymphs 
feed entirely on the under side of 
the leaves. It is necessary, there- 
fore, in spraying to reach the under 
sida of the leaves.

British Whole Hearted 


Lord Robert argued that British 


advocacy of 'the league was not sel- 
fish: "She perhaps, has less need 
o'f 'the_ league than any other nation" 
ha said. "Her European position is 
relatively stronger than ever in her 
history. 
Her fleet is unbeaten' and j 


more powerful than ever before the j 
war. Her army is larger and better 
trained than ever and even on the 
economic side she is in better posi- 
tion than those who before the war 
were described as her rivals. 


"In regard to Germany's admis- 


sion to the league, reasonable guar- 
antees of the sincerity of German 
professions are necessary and a cer- 
tain novitiate is needed, but .the 
shorter that novitiate can be' safely 
made, the better. I see no reason 
why it .should be mor» than a ftw 
months."'
